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MEAT INSPECTION 


FOUND TO BE 0.X. 


Committee Investigating the 
Charges at East St. Louis 
Brands Them Entire- 
ly Baseless. 


DISMISSAL FOR ACCUSER. 


Resignation of J. F. Harms, Fed- 
eral Employe, Not to Be Ac- 
cepted; Wilson Will 
Stick to Post.

Washington, D. C., June 27.—[{Special.]— 
The meat inspection service of the United 
States is to be given a clean bill of health by 
a special committee appointed by Secretary 
of Agricuiture Wilson to investigate the 
charges of Inspector J. F. Harms that filthy 
conditions existed at the National stockyards 
of East St. Louis. Harms will be denounced 
in no uncertain manner asa sénsation maker, 
and instead of being permitted to resign his 
office will be dismissed. 
Either tomorrow or Tuesday Mr. Wilson 
will announce the findings of the committee. 
The statement will show that in the neigh- 
borhood of sixty persons were examined; 
that the evidence secured fails to substantiate 
any point of Harms’ allegations; that the 
stockyards are in an excellent condition, and 
that meat which has been labeled “ inspeeted 
and pass’ was food fit for human consump- 
tion within the meaning of the laws; that 
Harms never made any report about the al- 
leged violations of the law and the passing 
of unfit meat and its products, although he 
had been in the service eighteen months, 
until he published his ‘‘ open ’’ letter te Sec- 
retary Wilson, and that finally this letter was 
prepared in conjunction with a newspaper 
man. 
Inspection Service Is Efficient. 
The statement that the department of agri- 
culture will make is expected to arrest injury 
to the foreign meat trade of the country, 
which such allegations as Harms’ were cal- 
culated to produce. Accompanying it will be 
the assertion couched in as strong language 
as it is possible to write that the inspection 
service generally is efficient; that 780 estab- 
lishments engaged in interstate commerce 
which are under the jurisdiction of the agri- 
culture department are obeying the law, and 
finally that meat shipped by such establish- 
ments and labeled by the government in- 
spectors is fittoeat. Ina word, the depart- 
ment will make a sweeping vindication of its 
meat inspection branch. 
President Taft will accept at their face 
value the conclusions of the specia! commit- 
tee as approved by Mr. Wilson. While the 
president has shown some interest in the 
meat charges, he has indicated clearly his 
confidence in Mr. Wilson by holding that 
the matter is one which that official should 
handle without any reference to the White 
house. This is accepted as proving that the 
president is entirely satisfied with the way in 
which the agriculture department is being ad- 
minstered. 
So far as concerns a change in the head 
of the department, it may be stated authori- 
tatively that the président has not consid- 
ered anything of the kind. When he asked 
Mr. Wilson to become a member of his cab- 
inet he made no reservation as to the length 
ot service. 


Will Not Ask Wilson to Resign. 


A report was current a few days ago that 
Representative Scott of Kansas had been 
selected to succeed the Iowan. Secretary 
Wilson was quoted as saying he would not 
retire until his resignation was requested. 
The president has informed all inquirers 
that he has no intention to ask for the secre- 
tary’s resignation and that he hopes to have 
him continue in his official family through- 
out his term. 

The president's confidence in Mr. Wilson, 
expressed after the meat charges were pub- 
lished, should be interpreted as lining up 
the administration in opposition to any sen- 
sational invéstigation of thé meat industry 
of the nation in a way proposed by Harms 
in another statement made public this morn- 
ing. Indeed, in view of thé fesults of thé 
investigation made at East St. Louis it is 
not believed at the department that Harms 
should be taken sériously. 

When incidents which he described in his 
ériginal charges occurred, it was his duty to 
have reported them to his superiors; fafling 
in this, to the chief bureau of animal if- 
dustry, and in case no notice was taken of 
his communication by that official he could 
have appealed to the secretary of agricul- 
ture and finally to the president. 

He took advantage of none of these chan- 
nels, but rushed into print, according to the 
official view, after the department had de- 
nied his application to be transferred to 
Cleveland, O. Had this application been 
granted the department does not believe the 

charges would have been made.

mixed, or colored would have to be labeled 
“imitation.” under thie definition. 


President Directs an Investigation. 

Interests affected by the decision induced 
President Taft to reopén the question. The 
president directed Solicitor General Bowers 
to make an investigation, and his report 
holds that the mere addition of coloring or 
flavoring matter to what is previously 
whisky does not destroy its character unless 
such an addition unduly dilutes or other- 
wise affects the essential properties of 
whisky.

Bruises Alleged in Report. 

Mr. Héise has & Copy of the official report 
forwarded to Gov. Deneen of what happened 
to Casey in the way of bruises. That report 
describes the condition of Casey’s body as 


follows: 
Abrasion over knuckle of small finger of right 


hand. 

Blue spot on cap of right knee, 

Sévetal abtasions over shin of right leg. 
Also some redness above left eye, 

Slight abrasion or redness over bridge of nose. 
In Kankakee, Supt. Greene said to 4 repre- 
sentative of THE TRIBUNE: “The only 
marks on the patient were of too trivial a na- 
ture to indicate he had been abused, consist- 
ing simply of an abrasien on the little Anger 
and a slight bruise on the knee.” 

In Joliet relatives and friends of Casey In- 
sisted that he always had been tractable and 
never violent. At Kankakee the statement 
was reiterated repeatedly that Casey had 
hurt himself by pounding on the door of the 
receiving ward, and that he was troublesome 
and irritable. 


Thinks Casey Bruised Himself. 
Supt. Gteéne of the hospital dented post- 
tively that Gov. Deneen had demanded the 
discharge of ah attendant periding the in- 
vestigation. 

“ Members of the medical staff and myself 
personally investigated the report that 
Casey had been abused,” he said, “ and found 
nothing to bear out such a statement. The 
only marks on the patient were of too trivial 
a nature to indicate he had been abured, con- 
sisting simply of an abrasion on the little 
finger and a slight bruise on one knee. There

STRUGGLE IN THE DARKNESS 


Hotel Caretaker Probably Fatally Hurt 
14,000 Feet Above Level. 


Colorado Springs, Colo.,: June 27.~{Bpe- 
clal.)}—After a desperate hand to hand fight 
early today on the summit of Pike's peak, 
14,000 feet high, John A. Clark and George 
Shipley, Chicagoans and former students at 
Dartmouth college, are In jail and Howard H. 
Robineon, government caretaker of the Sum- 
mk house, is in a critical condition at the St. 
Francis hospital in this city. 

The conflict was the result of a quarrel over 
the charge made by Robinsen for accom- 
modation in the Summit house. 

The fight took place in total darkness When 
the three men were the only ones on the 
moumeain top. The two young men say that 
Robinson attacked them because they awak~ 
ened him and they fought in self-defense. 

Robinson was eft unconscious and unable 
to give hie version ef the encounter, The

Start to Climb Pike’s Peak. . 
Shipley and Clark arrived here from the 
east two days ago. They were well dressed, 
seemed to have plenty of money, and made 
many friends. On Saturday night they de- 
cided to walk up to the summit of Pike’s peak, 
a favorite trip of tourists in the Reeky moun- 
tain region. 
They reached the summit at 1 a. m. and 
were weakened to the point of exhaustion by 
the icy winds and the blifiding sfiowstorm.

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Dr. Kline Calls the Protests by 
Woodlawn Residents Just 
Spite Work, 


| Opposition by neighbors to Dr. Minerva 
e’s Chinese mission Sunday school 
ught about the diemissal of the classes 
yesterday, although under spirited protest. 
Inspectors from the building commiseionér’s 
office, and later a policeman, visited the mis- 
gion, at 6446 Drexel avenue, and told Dr. 
Kiine the classes were being conducted in 
violation of city ordinances. 

Timothy Barrett, who lives dérectly across 
the street at 6447 Drexel avenue, admitted 
that he wae fighting the institution, but denied 
thet he made the complaint which brought 
investigators to the home of Dr. Kline. He 
paid he had done nothing beyond a little 
goouting to learn the conditions. 

The class had just gathered for its lesson, 
gyhich began with singing ‘‘ Nearer, My God, 
to Thee,” when building inspectors entered. 

@ came to a standstill in the base- 
ent recitation room. Chinese boys craned 
-— necks to see what was happening. 


| Find Doors Swing Wrong Way. 

Dr. Kline permitted an investigation, 
though protesting against inspection on Sun- 
Gay. The inspectors found that the doors 
gwung in instead of out, as prescribed by the 
building laws. A promise to remedy this mat- 
ter was given and the lesgon resumed. Half 
an hour later Policeman John Kane of the 
Woodlawn station entered the room. He 
charged violation of the ordinances and or- 
Hered the class disbanded. The pupils, who 
‘ had been wrought up to a high pitch of ex- 
cltement, were sent home. 

“I consider this spite work,” said Dr. 
Kline. “I have carried on my mission work 
for nine years and never received a com- 
plaint. There is absolutely no danger to the 
teachers. The lessons are all conducted in 
one large room, and several of the teachers 
are married and are accompanied by their 
husbands, who are interested in the efforts.”’ 

Mr. Barrett gave another report. 

“The neighborhood is up in arms against 
this school,”” said he. “It is objectionable 
es now situated. If it could be moved down 
on Sixty-third street there could be no com- 
piaint, but there is hardly a family that is 
hot opposed to it now. 

“I was a policeman in the Chinatown dis- 
trict of this city before I was retired on pen- 
gion, and 1 know the Chinese too well to be- 
lieve children in the neighborhood are safe 
from them. I spent all afternoon trying to get 
evidence if it should be needed in prosecuting 
the case. e 


Girls Watch Students Enter. 

“I noticed that the students came in the 
back way, passing down an alley and through 
ashed. They were followed by a crowd of 
giris of various ages, who looked upon them 
with curiosity. The Chinamen, apparently 
ecared, behave themselves just now, but 
after the agitation blows over, will they? I 
noticed that some of the boys wore carna- 
tions given them by their teachers. That 
shows the wrong attitude on the part of the 
instructors.”’ 

Mr. Barrett produced five letters, four 
signed, and one anonymous, which attacked 
the mission schoo] and commended him on 
his stand, 

Many of the teachers remained away from 
the meeting. The three who attended held 
counse! in secrecy and determined to remain 
ettheir work. Of the three two are married. 

Chop suey restaurants are a menace to 
Christian mission work among the Chinese, 
according to Miss Albertine Li. Pifeld, super- 
intendent of the Chinése Presbyterian mis- 
gion, 328 Wabash avenue. At a meeting of 
the mission last evening, at which a score of 
Chinese laundrymen’@nd a half dozen 
Chinese women and y@ung girls were pres- 
ent, Miss Elfeld said..laundrymen among 
the Celestials are most susceptible to Chris- 
tian mission work in Chicago. 

“I would rather have the laundrymen than 
any other class of Chinamen,”’ said Miss El- 
feld. ‘‘ They are sincere and they have not 
been contaminated by the loose principles 
of the American sporting element that seeks 
the Chinese restaurants. 

“ The restaurant Chinamen are quick ta 
learn the ways of the sporting element 
among Americans and they soon lose regard 
for any sort of religion, especially as most 
of them pick up in their work what English 


they need.”’ 

Calvin H. MiHs. president of the mission, 
said Miss Elsie Sigel, who was murdered by 
a Chinaman in New York, was not connected 
With any Christian mission school. 


STILL NO TRACE OF LEON LING. 

New York, June 27.—On the ninth day after 
the discovery of Elsie Sigel’s body, and pre- 
Sumably the eighteenth day after the crime 
was committed, the New York police are 
otliged to admit tonight that if anything they 
fre a little further from any clew to the 
Whereabouts of Leon Ling, the man who is 
thought to have killed her, than on the after- 
noon when her body was found wedged ine 
trunk. They still believe, however, that he 
fs sure to be run down. 

The most significant fact is that there is 
absolutely nothing to indicate when or how 
Leon Ling left the city. If it is argued that 
he still remains here, hidden in the rooms of 
some friend, it can be answered that every 
house in Chinatown has been searched room 


by room and every wall and floor sounded. 
No isolated laundry or restaurant has been 
Overlooked. 


The information coming from Newark yes- 
terday that Leon Ling left the trunk ina res- 
tlaurant there has been substantially con- 
firmed with slight alterations in details and 
hours; but it only makes the case more puz- 
ziing. It appears today from the books of 
the Lawrence Cab company that Li Sing, the 
restaurant keeper. did accept the trunk and 
that he kept it in his place for twelve hours, 
@lithough he has denied it. But police inves- 
tigation shows that the trunk was taken to 
Newark between midnight June 9 and 1a. m. 
of June 10, and remained there until the aft- 
€rnoon-of the 10th. This places the time of 
the murder a day ahead of the time previous- 
iy fixed by the police, and on the same day 
that the girl disappeared from home. 

James F’. Halstead, the Newark cabby who 
drove Leon and the trunk back after its 
twelve hour rest in Newark, -has positively 
identified the trunk in which the body was 
found as.one he carried, and has further 
picked out the Eighth Avenue restaurant, 
New York, as the place where he took it. 
The New York cabby who took Leon and the 
trunk to Newark has not been found. 


Eva Booth Gives Mission Plan. 

Boston, Mass., June 27.—[Special.)—Al- 
though urging a reform in mission work 
among the Chinese, Commander Eva Booth 
of the Salvation Army of America, who is 
in Boston for the opening of the new fresh 
air camp for motherless chilcren, declares 
that it would be folly to give up converting 
Chinamen to Christianity because of one 
murder. 

Commander Booth upholds the work of 
young women among the missions, but says 
they should not work alone but.in pairs, the 
fame as the Salvation army girls. This, she 
pays, would eliminate the danger. 

“Young women are far more successfu? 
than men in Chinese work,” said Commander 
Booth, ‘‘and while the murder of Elsie 
Sigel is deplorable, lamentable, and abom- 
inable, I should not say that young women 
should give up the work. This labor cannot 
be performed entirely by elderly women. 
Eager, enthusiastic women are needed. 

“ Girls who do not feel the call should keep 
Out of mission work. A girl must be conse- 
crated to God to mdke a success of it. She 
must be earnest, sure of her convictions, and 
capable of resisting the bad influences which 
she seeks tochange. My personal experience 
would make me feel that much depends upon 
the girl herself. I worked in the worst dives 
in London and Paris before I was out of my 
teens and not once was an improper sugges-

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FIGHT IN FINANCIAL PROBE 


Adherents of City Inquiry Reso- 
lution to Defend It. 


VOTE IN COUNCIL TONIGHT. 


Opponents May Try to Reduce Scope of 
Investigation. 


Interest tn the meeting of the city council 
this evening is centered around the disposi- 
tion that will be made of Ald. Charles E. Mer- 
riam’s resolution aiming toward a thorough 
inquiry into all phases of the management 
of the city’s financial affairs. 

No question of the succéss of the resolution 
has been raised since the author gave the 
council a week’s notice that he would ask 
its passage. Prophecies that it would be 
given an almost unanimous vote have been 
made, but there has been expressed a fear 
that some effort might be made to restrict 
the scope of the commission, once it is ap- 
pointed. 

Prof. Merriam asks that the commission of 
nine—of whom three shall be aldermen—be 
given free rein to enter wherever they will 
in the city’s business transactions, and the 
fear is that an amendment to limit their pow- 
ers will be offered for consideration. None 
has been discovered, but a suspicion has been 
aroused that some of the aldermen would like 
to see the research confined to an auditof the 
books. 

Such an abridgement would meet with Im- 
mediate opposition from those who have ex- 
pressed themselves as Wholeheartedly in fa- 
vor of the broader plan. 


Opposes Limited Inquiry. 

**I can see no reason whatever for limiting 
the scope of the inquiry,’’ said Prof. Mer- 
riam. ‘‘ The commission must be given free 
rein or the object of its appointment may 
be defeated. Freedom from interference of 
any sort alone will give ft the opportunity 
for the thoroughness that is needed.” 

“The scope of the inquiry must not be 
limited to any one phase.or set of phases of 
the city’s business,” said Ald. Bernard W. 
Snow, chairman of the finance committee, 
‘‘any more than it should be confined toa 
wingle department. No charges have been 
made against any one here. It is simply an 
effort to inform the city fully as to the man- 
agement of its affairs. 

“The commission should be given unlimit- 
ed scope for at least six months so that itcan 
pass on the adjustment of appropriations 
between departments and similar importent 
questions just as it can pass on the expendi- 
tures of a single bureau. It should cover the 
entire field and make recommendations for 
changes where they are needed whether they 
be for business, legal, or moral reasons.” 


Await Opinions of Chiefs. 

The generalvdisposition of the council has 

been shown by expressions that, if the offi- 
cials most interested in the oversight of 
municipal finances—Chairman Snow and 
other members of the finance committee, 
Mayor Busse, and Controller Walter H. Wil- 
son—favor the appointment of the commis- 
sion, no one else has a right to oppose it. 
It is not expected that in the event of the 
passage of the resolution the mayor will 
appoint the commission for several days. 
The question of the selection of several non- 
officials for places on it has been presented 
to him in several ways, and he has the di- 
vision between aldermen, department heads, 
and business men under consideration. 


Telephone Ordinance Tilt. 
Besides this matter the council has to con- 
sider another important piece of business— 
the passage of the “ deferring '’ ordinance 
postponing consideration of the Illinois Tun- 
nel company's request to sell its telephone 
franchise to the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany. By this ordinance the time in which 
the. tunnel company must have 20,000 tele- 
phones installed is extended until June 1, 
1911, in order that the council may have the 
merger before it when the telephone rate re- 
vision comes up next June. It was called up 
by W. J. Pringle, chairman of the committee 
on gas, oil, and electric light, but action was 
deferred at the request of Ald. Arthur Ww.

James McCann of the Woodlawn 
police station, who failed to apprehend or 
ascertain the identity of the man who ac- 
companied Mra. Kenyon to the roadhouse 
and who sat on the coroner's jury which 
decided that the woman died of natural 
causes, also will be a,subject of inquiry by 
his superiors, Acting Chief of Police Schuet- 
tler said yesterday he intended to make a 
thorough investigation of the case, and if 
Lieut. McCann is found guilty of neglect in 
any way he will have to answer to the trial 
board. 


Further Investigation Necessary. 

Mr. Wayman received a report during the 
day from Assistant State’s Attorney Short 
and from its nature he said that a further 
investigation would be necessary. 

“The death of Mrs, Kenyon may have been 
due to heart disease, and it may not,” said 
Mr. Wayman. ‘* Considering her connection 
with the Ella Gingles case the matter should 
be probed thoroughly. From what I know of 
the affair there are several! questions that are 
unanswered. No one seems to know the 
identity of the man who accompanied Mrs. 
Kenyon. This should be found, and if every- 
thing is all right he probably could make a 
satisfactory explanation.”’ 

Capt. P. D. O'Brien of the detective bureau 
put detectives at work on the case during 
the day and it was reported that the man who 
was with Mrs. Kenyon at the roadhouse is a 
jewelry salesman and ,well known to the 
friends of Mrs. Kenyon. It was rumored 
that he was in some way connected with the 
Gingles case, although the police could not 
corroborate this. 


Apparently an Old Friend. 

That this man was an old friend of the 
woman has been established by the fact that 
when she was stricken in the roadhouse he 
immediately summoned Dr. Thomas J. Bal- 
hatchett, her physician. Dr. Balhatchett 
said organic heart disease was the cause of 
death. He also said that for some time Mrs, 
Kenyon had suffered from this affection. 

Chief Deputy Coroner Jones said he was 
not notified of Mrs. Kenyon’s death until 11 
o'clock at night. Dr. Balhatchett telephoned 
him and asked permission to have the body 
removed to Liphart’s undertaking rooms, 357 
Sixty-third street. 

‘*] started an investigation immediately,” 
said Mr. Jones, ‘‘ because I thought it 
strange that the body of the woman, whose 
address was given in Twenty-second street, 
should be taken to an undertaking establish- 
ment in Sixty-third. It is true that the hear- 
ing before the coroner's jury was not exactly 
complete. But that was not the fault of the 
deputy coroner. In those cases the police 
are supposed to attend to having all the wit- 
nesses present.’’ 

Witnesses Did Not Testify. 

Dr. Balhatchett, Dr. Springer, coroner’s 
physician, and Dexter BH. Kenyon, the wom- 
an's husband, were the principal witnesses at 
the inquiry. Theproprietor of the roadhouse, 
the man who accompanied Mrs. Kenyon, and 
other important witnesses did not testify. 
Lieut. McCann said he did not pay much at- 
tention to the affair because the physicians 
declared that the death was due to natural 
causes. 

A few minutes after Mrs. Kenyon died At- 
torney Patrick H. O’Donnell, who will defend 
the Gingles girl this week in Judge Bren- 
tano’s court from the charge of stealing lace 
from Miss Barrette, was notified by tele- 
phone. This is taken to show that the dead 
woman’s connection with the Gingles case 
was known. She was regarded as the most 
important witness for the prosecution and 
the loss of her testimony, It is declared, will 
greatly affect the trial of the young Irish 


girl. 


HEALTH BULLETIN URGES 
BETTER MILK FOR BABIES. 


Calls Attention Again to Care That 
Should Be Exercised in Handling 


Fireworks. 


In the weekly bulletin, issued last night by 
the city health department, stress is laid 
upon the fact that thousands of babies die 
every year in Chicago because they are fed 
bad milk. This condition, the bulletin says, 
is especially true in hot weather. It is recom- 
mended that all milk, except “ certified 
milk,” intended for infants be pasteurized. 

The milk and food inspectors have been 
inetructed to put forth special efforts to have 
insanitary conditions immediately corrected 
in all places where foodstuffs are sold. 
Reiteration is made in the bulletin of the 
care that should be exercised on July 4 in 
nandling fireworks and surgical attenion is 
urged for every wound, however, slight.

MORE CORPORATION TAX FOES 


Adjacent States Are Expected to 
Join in Chicago’s Protest. 


BIG FIRMS FIGHT MEASURE. 


Pressure to Be Brought to Bear Upon 
Senate and House. , 


Efforts of the Association of Commerce to 
forestall the corporatioin tax bill by tele- 
graphing resolutions adopted at a meeting of 
the executive committee on Friday to sena- 
tors and congressmen from Illinois and ad- 
jacent states may be supplemented by simi- 
lar action on the part of other associations of 
commerce throughout the country. 

Officials of the local association expressed 
belief yesterday that strong pressure would 
be brought to bear upon the senate and the 
house by the flood of protests which are ex- 
pected to follow the move in Chicago. 

“There is no doubt that similar or- 
ganizations all over the country will follow 
our lead,’’ said Walter D. Moody, business 
manager of the association. ‘‘ We believe 
the corporation tax is little understood and 
that ill advices are back ef it. I look fora 
country wide protect.” 


Resolution of Protest. 

The resolution adopted by the Association 
of Commerce and sent to the senators and 
congressmen is as follows: 

* Whereas, There is a proposition before 
ocongTress to tax the net income of corpora- 
tions; and 

‘Whereas, Such a proposed tax, especial- 
ly as applied to mercantile, manufacturing, 
and industrial corporations, would be an act 
of great injustice, as copartnerships engaged 
in exactly the same business. are not so 
taxed: therefore, be it 

** Resolved, That the Chicago Association 
of Commerce vigorously protests against 
such legislation, which places a serious bur- 
den upon mercantile, manufacturing, and 
induétrial corporations and omits the indi- 
vidual and copartnership engaged in similar 
or competitive lines of business.’’ 


Handicap to Business. 

‘*Tt is absurd to place a tax on corporations 
of this nature,’’ said Joseph Basch of Siegel. 
Cooper & Co., a member of the Association of 
Commerce, “It ig discriminating against 
the corporation in favor of the copartner- 
ship. It will mean that we will have to go 
back to partnerships. Corporations will be 
handicapped to promote their business. 

‘If a department store is a partnership it 
won't have to pay atex. It certainly tends 
to diminish the earnings and the stockhold- 
ers will be deprived of their earnings if any 
corporation is to pay taxes of thie sort. 

‘Tt is aleo dangerous to the life of a cor- 
poration. Take a corporation that has had 
an off year. Suppose it has suffered at the 
hands of a strike. A tax would expose the 
fact that it did not pay dividends and imme- 
diately the small stockholders would rush to 
throw the stock on the market, creating 
havoc.” 

Looks Like Discrimination. 

“The chief difficulty is in discrimination 
and inequality,” said Harry A. Wheeler, 
president of the Industrial club and the Cred- 
it Clearing house. ‘‘ Copartnership can go 
on and earn money—even more than a cor- 
poration competing with it. It is simply put 
on a corporation because the corporation 
is a known quantity. 

“The corporation owes nothing to the fed- 
eral government. It is indebted only to the 
state. There is no reason for @ federal tax.”

MAY ACT ON STRIP OF DEATH 


Board of Supervising Engineers 
of Car Lines Meets Today. 


ALD. BAULER IS HOPEFUL. 


Believes Way to Remove Traction Peril 
Will Be Found. 


At least a suggestion of a method for the 
elimination of the death strip between street 
cars is looked for as a result of a special 
meeting of the board of supervising engi- 
neers to be held this morning. 

lmmediately upon his return from New 
York, Chief Engineer Bion J. Arnold will 
call the members of the boare together to dis- 
cuss the problem that has been placed before 
it by the crushing to death of twenty-five 
persons in the 8% inches between Cars on the 
rehabilitated trolley lines. 

A rule of conservatism has been followed 
by the engineers in their public utterances 
on the subject during the last week, but Mr. 
Arnold's statements “to newspaper corre- 
spondents in New York have led the oppo- 
nents of the man traps to hope for a first step 
toward better conditions on the next meet- 
ing of the board. 


Change Would Be Expensive. 

The conservative force in discussions of 
the possibility of removing the death strip 
has been a recognition of the certain opposi- 
tion of the financial interests@nvolved in the 
two traction companies to any sweeping 
changes that will mean a large expense. 

Spreading the tracks, it has been said, would 
be almost as expensive as laying entirely 
new tracks, and debarring the big nine foot 
ecars—each of which cost more than $8,000— 
or remodeling them with a smaller cross 
dimension would arouse violent protests from 
both companies. 

It has been predicted that any effort by the 
city to compel any of these changes would 
cause the corporations to take the question 
into court on the ground that the city sanc- 
tioned the installation of the present system 
in all its details. 

In spite of these considerations Ald. Her- 
man J. Bauler, who has led the fight for safe 
tracks, and his friends have been reassured 
by Chief Engineer Arnold’s attitude. 

‘*I believe some way out of the difficulty 
will be discovered,’’ Ald. Bauler said after 
running over the obstacles he thought of, 
‘‘and I believe the board meeting will pro- 
duce at least tentative conclusions as to a 
method that will be satisfactory both to the 
public and the companies. 


Expects Companies to Be Reasonable. 

‘‘ The public must not take the attitude that 
the companies deliberately laid their tracks 
with the knowledge that the system followed 
would cost a score of lives. The narrow 
space was believed by a majority of the vot- 
ing members of the board to be-safe. The 
companies will be reasonable in this matter, 
I am sure, for they are anxious to make their 
lines absolutely safe if that is possible. 

‘‘ There are many financial and engineering 
obstacles to an immediate eradication of the 
faults under discussion, but the situation is 
far from hopeless. When we get our heads 
together some way out will be found.”’ 

The decisions of the board will be presented 
to the council committee on local tranaporta- 
tion as soon as a joint meeting oan be ar- 
ranged. This probably will be in the next few 
days. Inthe meantime a conference between 
Mayor Busse, Chairman Milton J. Foreman 
of the transportation committee, Chief Engi- 
neer Arnold, Commissioner of Public Works 
Hanberg, and C. V. Weston, the city’s repre- 
sentative on the supervising board, may be 
held.

Bleached Flour Question Important. : 

There is another pure food question of im- 
portance to the people of the middie weet, 
and, indeed, of the entire country.

Séven years ago the department of agri- 
culture in order to arrest the movement of 
farmers and farmers’ helpers to the cities 
inaugurated a policy of searching the world 
for plants which woulda make farm work jn 
the country more profitable.

The flour produced from the importe 
grain has a celicate yellowish tinge.

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In bleaching wheat, flashes of electricity 
Thege cause nitrites to

“Three Congrégationalists Give 
Varying Opinions of His 


Recent Book. 


Another Declares , Expulsion for 
Heresy Is Doubtful Bene- 
fit to Church. 


Geveral Congregational preachers yester- 
Gay discussed Prof. George Burman Foster 
_ of Chicago university and his book, “* The 
* Function of Religion in Man's Struggle for 
Existence.” The Rev. William T. McEl- 
veen of Evanston made the book the sub- 
ject of both morning and afternoon dis- 
courses, explaining that his addresses were 
neither attacks on nor eulogies of Prof. 
Foster's book. The pastor praised some and 
condemned other ideas expressed in the 
book. He said: 

“ Prof.-Foster is an out and out evolution- 
ist. He believes mankind ‘is progressing— 
that man is becoming. On page 177 of his 
book he says: ‘We cannot well escape 
conceiving of God as becoming and not be- 
ing. It belongs to the very nature of the 
Absolute to grow.’ ”’ 

Referring to the literary value of the book, 
Dr. McElveen said: 

“It is not well written from a literary 
viewpoint. Prof. Foster writes without 
cant or evasion, but he often is verbose and 
disconnected. He writes bravely and boldly, 
but his ideas are simply thrown together. 
It is not a creditable piece of literary work. 

“There are fine descriptions of man,’’ said 

the preacher after quoting some descriptive 
phrases from the book, “and every one fa- 
miliar with Browning or Emerson will recall 
at once where Prof. Foster got some of his 
phrases by which he glorifies human nature 
and its possibilities. He overemphasizes the 
human; he underestimates the: devine ele- 
ment in religion. 
“Prof. Foster js not an atheist. To him 
God is not the God of the past only, but heis 
the God of the present, and will be the God 
of the future. So when he writes of the God 
of a people or of an individual being retired 
at a later sfage of that people’s growth or of 
that individual's development, he does not 
mean the elimination of God, he means the 
casting aside of a poorer for aricher concep- 
tlon of God. He means that there has been 
constant progress in the idea of God. We 
know how true that is.’ 


Opinion of Pastor Bartlett. 

In a sermon on “ The Orthodox Belief ”’ 
in First Congregational church, the Rev. W. 
A. Bartlett said: 
“The great- evangelical church body, 
whether Baptist, Presbyterian, Congrega- 
tional, Methodist, or Episcopal] holds first 
to theperson of Christ as redeemer, and sec- 
ond person of thetrinity. Prof. Foster says 
“modern experience would not create the 
trinity God of the church.’ His whole argu- 
ment is based on what may be called evo- 
lutionary psychology: That is, that the belief 
of man is based entirely upon his inner con- 
sciousness rather than from any external 
or historic authority. 
* He flatly contradicts the bible statement 
, concerning creation and denies that the 
*scriptures should be held to be true,’ and 
would make God not the majestic omnipres- 
ent personality but the creature of man’s 
imagination.”’ 
“ His book would be interesting if it were 
new, but his positions lead squarely to those 
of Ingersoll, to whom he alludes. He is not 
even pantheistic, but endows man with prac- 
tically: all the necessary qualities of God. 
How a denomination can consistently retain 
“a man who exploits such views, or the faculty 
of.a university who makes a bid for our sons, 
on the basis of even ordinary allegiance to 
Christian truth, it is hard to gee.” 

Expulsion a Doubtful Benefit. 
The Rev. Frederick E. Hopkins in Pilgrim 
Congregational church, said: 
“Tt is doubtful if any benefit has ever 
been derived from expelling an erring mem- 
ber from a church orthe ministry. Achurch 
that believes it is big enough to convert the 
world ought to be able to heal a gjmple 
attack of old fashioned infidelity. A pest- 
house is often a sign of neeciess alarm or 
the laziness of a community or its selfish- 
ness in not providing something better. And 
@ case of exconmmmunication is something like 
that. All the same, there is encouragement 
in some of the signs that evangelical Chris- 
tlans are getting tired of being attacked. 
“Let us not forget a story often told and 
never denied that agnosticism cost a bril- 
Want lawyer the governorship of I)linois, per- 
haps also a seat in the United States sen- 
ate, also maybe the presidency. But his 
friends and admirers point with price to the 
fact that he never shrank from any sacritice. 
and never complairigd at the materia! cost 
of any conviction, but remained consistent 
and sincere to the end, finally meeting death 
‘as calmly as a star meets morning.’ ”’

ij He pounded violently on the door, imagined 
he was restrained in.a hotel, and objected® 


to the accommodations, desiring a private 
bath and gas. The following day he was 
removed to the south infirmary—on accouht 
of the advanced stage of his Gisease, paresis, 
not because of injuries. ’ 

“ Casey’s wife and a sister of the patient, 
Mrs. William Heise, complained to me on 
June 23 that he had been abusea oy an at- 
tendant. I immediately: startedfa rigid in- 


) vestigation, but could find nothing to sustain 


the charge. -I have since learned the rela- 
tives took the matter up with Gov. Deneen. 
I was asked to furnish him with a statement 
of the facts in the case, and did s6 by letter, 
but have received no demand to discharge 


any one.’ 
Graves to Seek for Facts, 


William C. Graves.~executive officer of the 
State. board of. charities. said at Springfield 
before the governor ordered the investiga- 
tion: 

“ Supt. Greene’s_report of the Casey matter 
was made in my office fn theyeguler course 
of business. It is the duty of each state 
institution to report directly to the state 
board of charities each case of accident or in- 
jury to patients. describing the cause and 
nature of the affair and all of the details 
necessary for a complete record of the case. 
‘The report which came to us from Kan- 
kakee through regular channels coincides 
precisely with the special report which Gov. 
Deneen requested from Supt Greene and in- 
dicated that no investigation upon the ac- 
count of the board was necessary. However, 
if Gov. Deneen requests that the case be 
reopened we will go to the bottom for facts.”’ 

At Joliet the relatives of Casey are con- 
vinced that he was mistreated seriously by 
one of the two. attendants, Herman Goll or 
Joseph Barnwell , 

“Whoever is responsible for the bruises 
and abrasions which Mr. Casey received will 
have to be dismissed from the service of the 
hospital or I will raise a big row,’’ said Mr. 
Heise. ‘‘ Mind you, I do not place any blame 
at the door of Dr.:Greene or any others of 
those in authority in the hospital. I belleve 
it was the work of a brutal attendant. 

“Tt gm certain those bruises and black 
marks were not selftinflicted. Mr. Casey 
never had shown the least signs of violence 
that any of us ever saw.” 


Says Her Brother Was Kicked. 


Mrs. Heist told of the affair at some length. 

“It is absolutely useless to deny that my 
brother was treated brutally by some at- 
tendant,”’ she said. ‘“‘ Who it was | can- 
not say, but Dr. Greene assured me that 
the man who kicked my brother would be 
discharged. 

‘Yes. he was kicked. When I went to 
the hospital Wednesday morning after my 
sister-in-law had telephoned to me, my 
brother said: 

‘The man who gave me my bath, after 
drying me roughly, threw me back into a 
chair and then to the floor and Kicked me. 
Look at my head.’ 

*‘T looked at his head. There was a big 
lump behind the right ear. His other 
injuries included a dark rec! and discolored 
left eye, an abrasion on the bridge of the 
nose. an abrasion on the cheek, abrasions on 
the front of his legs and back and bluemarks 
on his legs and arms. The marks on his 
arms seemed to have been made by fingers 
when he had been roughly seized. - 

Mayor Jobn R. Cronin of Joliet, a close per- 
sonal friend of Casey, also was surprised to 
hear of the alleged violence of the patient.

New Haven, Conn., June 27.—President 
Hadley in his baccalaureate addregs at Yale 
university todas laid stress upon the neces- 
sity for uprightness in every day life} Cynii- 
cism and mutual distrust were pointed out as 
main evils of the presentday. The president 
said\in part: 

‘In order to accomplish anything great, a 
man must have ‘two sides‘ to his goodness, 
a personal side and a social side. He must be 
upright himself and he must believe in the 
good intentions and possibilities of others 
about him. 

“ We recognize the first of these things. We 
know that the leader must hav? principles of 
his own; that he must stand -for something 
definite. which he is prepared to maintain 
through evil report and good report, We do 
not, I think, recognize the second of these 
things to an equa! degree. 

‘ We do not appreciate how necessary it is 
for a man to’believe in those about him just 
as fer as he can and codéperate with them just 
as fully as he can. Yet this also isa condi- 
tion of leadership. 


Mutua] Confidence Essential. 


*“‘No matter how high the ideals for which 
we stand, we cannot expect others to follow 
us unless we have confidence in them. We 
cannot expect devotion if we return it with 
distrust. We cannot expect codperation un- 
less we are prepared to give freely of our con- 
fidence. 

“ The man who ts cynical, whether about 
women or business or politics, is assumed— 
and in nineteen cases out of twenty, with full 


| Justice—to be immoral! in his relations to 


women or business or politics. The man who 
has faith in the integrity of others in the 
face of irresponsible accusations is assumed 
—and in nineteen cases out of twenty justly 
assumed—to have the confidence in others’ 
zoodness because he is a good man himself. 
This is why people will follow the optimist 
even though he is sometimes wrong, and 
shun the pessimist even though he is some- 
times right. 7

Not only did the railroads push their tracks 
through wide areas of uninhabited prairie land and 
then fill up the country with settlers, but they stood 
by these pioneers in solving the hard problems of 
agriculture in an arid soil far from home. Free seed 
was distributed, experiment stations were estab- 
lished, and farmers were taught what to plant and 
how. In the Southwest the railroads helped the 
farmer to fight grasshoppers and drought. In the 
Northwest they helped him to select seed and raise 
the best wheat in the world.

The value will amount to about $75,000,000, 
or slightly less than in 1907, because of the 
much lower prices.which now prevail,-but the 
quantity will doubtless exceed thats of any 
earlier year. | 
Hides and skins are an important feature | 
of the import trade of the United States, the 
value of importations of this particular class 
of merchandise having aggregated $1,000.- 
000,000, speaking in round terms, in the last. 
quarter of a century. 
Hides and skins from abroad form appar- 
ently about one-third of the value of material 
of this character used in the manufacture of 
leather in the United States. The census of 
1905 shows the value of leather, tanned. cur- 
ried, and finished, in 1904 to be $262,000,000. 
The value of the hides and skins used by 
the leather producing industry of the country 
in 1904 is reported at $145,000,000. Of this 
$146,000,000 worth of hides and skins used in 
producing the $252,000,000 worth of leather, 
$27,000,000, speaking in round terms, was 
goatskins, $10,500,000 sheepskins, $15,750,000 
calf and kid skins, and‘$80,000,000 hides, chief-

Hope for Relief from Smoke 
on South Side Dawns in 
Eastern Experiments.

Experiments with the new electric loco- 
motive are being conducted at Schenectady, 
N. Y. While the tests have not been wit- 
nessed personally by the Illinois Central's 
electrification engineer, L. C. Fritch, it 1s 
paid the officlals of the road are kept ad- 
yised of the progress of the work. The 
liinols Central may give the new motor @ 
trial on its terminals in Chicago. 

Many aedvantages over previously built 
types are claimed for the new motor. It was 
designed jointly by the General Electric 
company and the American Locomotive 
company. These are the same concerns that 
built the New York Central’s electrical 
equipment. Experiments with motors of 
gmall capacity are said to have demonstrat- 
ed conclusively that the design is satis- 
.factory in every way. 


Novel Features in Design. 

Two novel features appear in the design. 
One is the method of transmitting power 
from motors to the drivers through side rods 
as ob a steam engine, instead of through 
@ gear applied to the axle as in the street 
ear or ordinary motor. The other is that 
the motors are’ mounted on the frame. It 
is designea for a tractive effort of 30,000 
pounds at a speed of eighteen miles an hour 
and will operate equally well in either di- 
rection. Tht cab is to be extended over the 
entire length of the machine when the per- 
manent motors are installed. The present 
cab and guards are only for the temporary 
protection of the apparatus now in use. 

One of the principal advantagee found in 
this type of construction is that a motor 
of large diameter can be used in conjunc- 
tion with smaller diameter drive wheels than 
if the motor were suspended from the axle. 
Buch a form of construction also will secure 
a marked economy of power as the same 
horsepower can be obtained in two motors at 
a less cost and with less weight than in 
four smaller motors. 

The same motor equipment also can be 
used on locomotives with different diameters 
of Grtving wheels. This feature makes pos- 
sible the interchange of equipment on roads 
where both freight and passenger locomo- 
tives of the type are employed. This type 
of locomotive is as weli adapted for opera- 
tion with direct current motors as with those 
of the alternating current type. 


Weight Concentrated on Machine. 

The motors in such a locomotive can be }o- 
cated so as.to concentrate a greater propor- 
tion of the weight near the center of the 
machine with the attendant advantage that 
the moment of inertia of the locomotive 
around its vertical axis will be as small as 
possible. This will reduce the rail pressures 
at the leading and trailing wheels and conse- 
- quently the flange and railhead will wear. 

The location of the motors In the cab facil- 
itates inspection and repairs and the re- 
newal of brushes. The maintenance charges 
for the motors will be greatly reduced, as 
practically all the road dust and other for- 
eign material can be kept out. 

The electrical control is arranged in such 

a manner that the motors start as repulsion 
motors with short circulted armatures, and 
are changed over to series repulsion motors 
for the higher speeds. This arrangement 
eliminates running with a short circuited 
‘ermature on high voltage and at the same 
time gives a high torque at starting. .In 
fact, the tractive effort id about twice as 
great with repulsion motor connections as 
with series repulsion connections for a cor- 
responding current value, 

The armatures are similar to those of an 
ordinary direct current machine with equal- 
izer rings. They have multiple drum wind- 
ings with the bars soldered directly into the 
commutator segments. 


Field-¢f Stationary Windings. 

The field of stationary windings is of the 
distributed type and is made in two sections— 
the exciting and the inducing windings. The 

‘former has the same function as the field 
‘winding in an ordinary series motor, while 
therinducing winding introduces the working 
torque when the motor is connected as a re- 
Pulsion motor. 

All parts of the running gear, such as 
wheels, driving boxes, axles, springs. spring 
rigging, trucks, etc., follow standard steam 
locomotive -practice. 

By the arrangement of the side rods each 
motor is coupled to a jack shaft and thence 
to the drivers. The jack shaft bearings are 
rigid in the spring supported locomotive 
frame and, their centers are on a level with 
those of the drivers. The object of this jack 
shaft {ts to permit a horizontal drive be- 
tween the spring supported part of the loco- 
motive and the driving wheels and is neces- 
sary in order to allow a vertical play of the 


| spring supported part with a negligible va- 
_Tiation in the distance between the crank 


centers. 


Perfect Balance of Wheels. 

Counterweights are used on the driving 
wheels to balance the side rods and there 
are no reciprocating parts. Therefore a per- 
fect balance can be obtained. © 

Another interesting mechanieal feature is 
the flexible coupling inserted between the 
armature shaft of the motor and the motor 
crank. This consists of a series of leaf 
springs arranged radically around the motor 
shaft and designed of such a strength as to 
carry the entire torque of the motor flexibly 
with an amount of deflection which will re- 
Guce the effect of the pulsating torque of a 
single phase alternating current motor to a 
minimum. 

Mr, Fritch of the Illinois Central has just 
returned from an eastern trip, during which 
he made a further study of the operating 
conditions of the electrified lines running 
out of New York. He had expected to stop 
off at Schenectady on his return to examine 
the new motor, but was unable to do so. 

The Illinois Central officers say their prin- 
cipal difficulty has been in finding a way to 
rearrange their freight, passenger, express, 
and local tracks and crossovers in accord- 
ance with the new conditions, which would 
be created by adopting electric locomotives.

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WHEAT SENTIMENT CHANGES 


Export Demand Places Market on 
Much Healthier Basis. 


CROP OUTLOOK IS PROMISING 


Coarse Grains Recover Early Losses; 
Provisions List Is Lower. 
e 


A revival in the export demand for new 
crop wheat was the big factor in wheat 
last week, and caused a decided revision of 
sentiment. While reports of the ‘quantities 
taken by foreigners varied greatly, there was 
no question that a large amount of wheat 
had been sold for the last half of, July- 
August-September shipment, andthe prices 
at which foreigners were willing to take 
hold were a revelation to the majority of 
traders. 

The export sales were largely te the con- 
tinent, Antwerp being a big buyer, and the 
total worked during the week aggregated 
about 2,500,000 bu, new No. 2 hard wheat 
being worked on the basis of 3@4c over 
Chicago September free on board here. For 
new crop wheat on the eve of a big run from 
the country these prices were justly regard- 
ed as phenomenal, and if the demand contin- 
ues on the same basis there is little prospect 
that prices will rule very low at any time dur- 
ing the crop year. 


Price Trend Is Shifted. 

Sentiment had been growing decidedly 
bearish before the foreign buying started 
and values seemed to be headed towards a 
materially lower level. The result was that 
the market in midweek was oversold with the 
majority of traders short. The foreign de- 
mand starting at this time, shorts were stam- 
peded and prices rallied quickly, recovering 
all the previous losses and more. Resting 
figures for the week were 3@4%c better, the 
principal gain being for the September. 

While the heavy foreign demand denoted 
a willingness to take wheat on a compara+ 
tively high basis, local holders have been sell- 
ing their stocks to domestic ‘millers indus- 
triously and are working off their supplies 
at rapid rate, it being openly predicted that 
local stocks will be exhausted practically 
by July. This will leave the trade absolutely 
dependent on new crop offerings to apply on 
July contracts, and makes weather condi- 
tions during harvest of unusual! importance. 


Harvesting Makes Big Progress. 

Harvesting is progressing rapidly through- 
out the southern half of the belt and 
new wheat is being received at Kansas City 
and St. Lopis. South of the Ohioin Kentucky 
and Tennessee there has been too much rain 
and some complaints were noted that wheat 
was sprouting in the shock. Rains were pre- 
dicted over Sunday and much of the late buy- 
ing was predicated on the possibility of a 
continued wet harvest. 

The majority of the crop reports during the 
week indicated that the last few weeks had 
seen remarkable improvement in the wheat 
outlook, and harvest will not be much later 
than usual under favorable conditions. Of- 
‘rerings of new wheat so far have not been of 
sufficient volume to give a line on the dis- 
position of the farmers in regard to sell- 
ing, few growers caring to take chances on 
being unable to deliver the wheat. It is the 
general opinion that with dry weather sales 
to arrive during July will be large, especially 
if the price remains above the dollar mark. 


Old Crop Values Maintained. 
Prices for old crop wheat have been main- 
tained much better than expected for winter 
varieties, but the spring wheat continues to 
drag, continued large receipts in the north- 
west causing a less bullish feeling than was 
the case a few weeks ago. The flour trade 
is dull, although export sales increased mod- 
erately the latter part of the week. Flour 
buyers aré buying only enough to fill actual 
ments. 
ines canditions in the northwest rontinue 
to show the same flattering promise that 
has been noted since seeding, and barring ac- 
cidents from now on, splendid yield is as- 
sured. Ample moisture has been noted on 
both sides of the international boundary line 
and farmers are counting on magnificent 
crops of all grains. 

Argentine Outlook Bullish. 
Foreign conditions are on the whole fa- 
vorable to the maintenance of fairly high 
values. With the exception of Russia, crops 
on the continent will probably be less than 
a year ago, and drought in Argentina is 
causing much concern abroad, some reports 
indicating a serious shortage in the area 
devoted to wheat in the South American 
country. Shipments of wheat from competi- 
tive countries continue on a more liberal 
scale than a year ago, and Europe will have 
ample stocks to supply current needs for 
some time. Supplies abroad are not large, 
however, and all available supplies from tais 
country will doubtless be needed. 


Corn Crop Prospects Fine. 
In corn the bears had the best of the ar- 
gument until wheat turned’strong, when a 
covering movement started which carried 
prices for the new crop months higher, and 
recovered most of the losses in July and Sep- 
tember. Final prices were %@%@%c lower 
to %@*c to Y%@%c up. Crop prospects con- 
tinue to give promise for an immense yield of 
corn. The area planted is much larger than 
a year ago, the crop everywhere has an ex- 
cellent start, and is making rapid progress 
under auspicious weather conditions. Not- 
withstanding heavy rains in some sections, 
there is not much fault to find in any way 


‘with the growing crop.

Heavy Realizing in Provisions. 

Profit taking in provisions was on a heavy 
scale early in the week, but on the decline 
there was excellent investment buying, par- 
ticularly of lard and ribs, and values ehowed 
a partial recovery. For the week pork was 
574%42@60c lower; lard, 25@27\c off; and ribs, 
10@12%c lower. The desire to change paper 
profits into cash was about the only selling 
inducement, as there was no change in the 
general situation except a slight falling off 
in the cash demand. The hog situation was 
decidedly bullish, receipts being much lighter 
¢han @ year ago, and prices ruling at a high 
level. Western points had 366,000 hogs for 
the week, against 425,000 for the correspond- 
ing week last year. Packing for the week 
was about the same ag a year ago.

MADDEN GIVEN ANOTHER SLAP 


Structural Iron Workers Refuse 
to Re-elect James Cooney. 


SUPPORTED “LABOR ZAR.” 


Revival of Fiat Janitors’ Union Effect- 
ed on South Side. 


The fight of Martin B. [‘' Skinny ""] Mad- 
den’s Associated Building Trades and the 
Otis Elevator company against the striking 
elevator constructors resulted in the defeat 
of James Cooney for reé@lection to the office 
of business agent of the Bridge and Structural 
Iron Workers’ union. The count of ballots, 
which began Saturday evening, was com- 
pleted yesterday. 

Edward Francis was elected to succeed 
Cooney by a vote of 207 to 139 for the defeated 
official. Willlam Shupe received 193 votes 
and Otto G. Logan, Socialist candidate, got 
127. 

Francis made a fight on Business Agent 
Cooney on the issue that Cooney, with other 
business agents of unions affiliated with 
“ Skinny ” Madden's central organization, 
made an agreement with the Otis Elevator 
company to supply that concern with 
* strikebreakers "' to take the places of the 
striking elevator constructors. 

Coqney’s defeat was said to bea direct slap 
at ‘Skinny’ Madden, though Cooney was 
not regarded as a tool of the “ labor czar.”’ 
His defeat, however, was a rebuke for having 
committed what was regarded an “ unpar- 
donable error ’’ in playing in with ‘* Skinny’s’’ 
game of disrupting the Elevator Construct- 
ors’ union. 


Other Officers Are Elected. 

John Kennedy was elected resident; 
James Martin, vice president; John McMul- 
len, recording secretary; KR. H. Houlihan, 
tinancial secretary; Jacob King. treasurer. 

John Fitzpatrick, vice president of the 
Elevator Constructors’ union, was assaulted 
by two men, said to be machinists, in front 
of 160 Washington street. The assailants 
fled after Fitzpatrick threatened to call the 
police. Fitzpatrick said he had seen the 
two men on picket duty at 308 Wabash ave- 
nue several days ago. 

A new flat janitors’ union was formed dur- 
ing the day at a meeting held at 6512 Cot- 
tage Grove avenue. The meeting was called 
for the purpose of airing grievances against 
landlords and tenants, but this feature was 
lost sight of in the enthusiasm to form an 
organization and reéstablish the lost pres- 
tige of the janitors since the former uniog 
broke up three years agd. 


Say Condition Is “Intolerable.” 

It was declared that an equitable agree- 
ment will be drawn up and presented to 
the real estate owners for their signatures. 
Several flat caretakers made speeches in 
which they declared their condition had be- 
come “‘ intolerable "’ by reason of their weak 
gnd unorganized condition.

C. G. DAWES IN SYNDICATE 
WHICH BUYS GAS PROPERTY. 


Company Purchases Wilmington, Del., 
Plant—The Par Value of the Out- 
standing Stock Is $1,325,000. 


Wilmington, Del., June 27.—[Special.J—It 
was announced today that Charles G. Dawes 
of Chicago, controller of the currency in 
the first McKinley administration, is a lead- 
ing member of a sydicate which has bought 
the gas plant and system of the Wilmington 
Gas and Electric company. 

The property was purchased from John 
Dobson and James Dobson, Philadelphia 
millionaires. The par value of the outstand- 
ing ftock is $1,325,000. The concern has a 
gas monopoly here. 

The other members of the syndicate are: 
Knowlton Ames, Chicago; 8S. H. Geist, Phil- 
adelphia; and Lawrence McCormick, Phila- 
delphia. The concern has an authorized cap- 
italization of $1,500,000 and pays 4 per cent 
interest on its stock. A bond issue of $1,000,- 
000 does not figure in the deal. The syndi- 
cate owns a large number of gas plants in 
the west and south.

TO POLICY HOLQER 


New York Superintendent of 
Insurance Reports on Arm- 
strong Amendments. 


BIG LIFT IN. ECONOMY. 


Companies Gaining Business, Al- 
though Agitation Caused 
Temporary Loss. 


Albany,-N. Y., June 27.—W. H. Hotchkiss, 
superintendent of insurance, in a report to 


4 Gov. Hughes on the effect og life insurance 


of the so-called Armstrong amendments. 
shows that while there has been a falling off 
in business in the 1 three years the de- 
crease is due chiefly to the disclosures of the 
insurance investigation and not to the 
changes in the laws. The companies now 
are gaining business rapidly. 

The report also shows a big saving topolicy 
holders compared to former years. This is 
due in part to greater economy in adminis- 
tration. 

The report calls attention to the fact that, 
from figures furnished from _ .unofficial 
sources, certain conclusions have been 
drawn which indicate a considerable mis- 
apprehension as to the proper methods of 
interpreting life insurance statistics in gen- 
eral and as ta the standards by which the 
results of the amended insurance law of New 
York should be measured. It then rebar 
to discuss, among other things, the question 
of new business written, as bearing on the 
total amount of insurance in force, and the 
effect of the amendments on expenses, as- 
sets, and dividends. 


Figures’ on Terminations. 


The report then directs attention to mat- 
ters which heretofore have been ignored. 
Chief of these is the large total of termina- 
tions by New York companies from lapse, 
surrender, and the like, |. e.. other than from 
maturity or mortality. Thus, in 1908, the 
largest New York company canceled poll- 
cies, for causes other than death or maturity. 
aggregating upwards of $140,000,000, or ap- 
proximately the total of new business writ- 
ten by it. On the other hand, the largest 
nonstate company canceled, for similar 
causes, less than $41,000,000, while it wrote 
upward of $112,000.000 of new business. 

Prior to the investigation, practically all 
of the large New York companies were pe- 
cullarly deferred dividend companies, |. e., 
were writing the class of policies which was 
most criticised by the investigation. Their 
agents, having been instructed to urge this 
class of insurance, have not yet been able 
to readjust their arguments and activities 
to the annual dividend and simpler forms of 
policies now required by the law. 


Limitations of New Business. 


Apparently in answer to recent public dis- 
cussion as to the limitation to $150,000,000 of 
new business enforced by the Armstrong 
amendments, the report gives the percent- 
ages of new business written to new busi- 
ness permitted of each of the thirty-four 
companies, clearly indicating that but one 
New York company was, by any possibility, 
affected by such limitation, and that, had 
the law applied to nonstate companies doing 
business in New York, not one of them would 
have been within striking distance of such 
limitation. 

The figures most Interesting to policy hold- 
ers are those showing a great saving in ex- 
penses. 

* There has been a saving to policy holders 
during the year 1908 of $4,864,500 in acquis!i- 
gtion ‘expenses,’’ says the report, *‘ and $4,817,- 
500 in general Management expenses, a total 
of $9,682,000, over what would have been ex- 
pended, other things being equal, if the lim- 
itations imposed by the New York insurance 


law had not existed.”’
